Polly’s Pointers 


S r Weather may ease 
carpet wrinkles 


By Polly Cramer 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — My wall-to-wall carpeting is wrinkling 
in the middle. Can anything be done that will straighten 
this out without taking it up? — MRS. C W B. 
DEAR MRS.C.W.B. — According to the American 
Carpet Institute excessive humidity or damp weather can 
cause such wrinkling. Sometimes with the coming of dryer 
weather this “walks out” in a month or so. If not, the per­ 
son who laid the carpet should be called and will doubtless 
make the necessary adjustments (the padding may have 
shifted) or perhaps they will steam the carpet and remove 
the marks. Often a carpet can be loosened and then 
restretched to pull the wrinkles out. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those bottles of hand lo­ 
tion with pump dispensers that are always just a bit too short to 
get all the lotion out of the bottom of the bottle. To keep from 
wasting what remains the top has to be taken off and the whole 
dispenser pulled out several times as you use it all 
I found that the small spiral brush that came with my eye 
mascara does an excellent job of cleaning the cutting blades and 
spaces behind them on my electric can opener. It is the type that 
does not snap off for cleaning. — MRS.W.JJM 
DEAR POLLY — This year small gardens seem to be springing 
up everywhere so I have an ecology-minded idea that will help 
enrich those plants. Reserve the water from cooking vegetables 
(if not used for stock) and water your garden plants with it Of 
course, cool it first I consider this practice a supplement to mul­ 
ching with vegetable refuse and other kinds of plant feeding 
rather than a complete program for producing healthy vegetable 
growth. Many minerals are lost when cooking vegetables and can 
be recycled. 
If you sometimes forget to wash a needed item with the other 
laundry and cannot wait for another load to accumulate im­ 
provise with a plumber’s helper (plunger) and a bucket The suc­ 
tion created by the plunger’s use will create enough water action 
to clean clothes thoroughly. This method is also great when on a 
camping trip — ELIZABETH. 
DEAR POLLY — I find that an envelope of plain gelatin 
(prepared according to package directions) added to the rinse 
water when laundering dacron curtains gives them a like-new 
appearance and they dry so smoothly. — ANNE. 
DEAR POLLY — At this time of the year so many of us have 
rough cracked heels. I would like to pass on to the other readers 
my sure cure for this. Soak the feet in warm sudsy water for 20 
minutes and then dry them thoroughly. Generously apply 
petroleum jelly on the rough places after the soaking and drying. 
Wrap heels with plastic wrap and secure it tightly with 
cellophane tape Leave this on overnight and repeat as necessary. 
I am sure you will be pleased with the results. (Polly’s note: It 
seems to me old white socks would be more comfortable for 
sleeping and should work just as well). — ZELDA.

Oh, they’re there all right! 
A 
vast, 
varied 
and 
voracious army of insects 
and mites is ever present in 
everyone’s yard or garden! 
As egg, 
larva, 
pupa 
or 
adult—they are there! 
You may knock off a 
multitude each time you 
spray or dust but they still 
manage to cope. More come 
to replace the fallen. 
They hide in buds, on the 
undersides of leaves, in 
crevices in the bark, in 
pockets in the soil, almost 
anyplace that’s convenient, 
lying in wait for the chance 
to eat! 
T hey’re bound to find 
something to their taste in 
your garden. If enough of 


them with hearty appetites 
settle on one of your trees or 
shrubs, the plant can be in 
serious trouble. 
Most insects, by their 
feeding habits, fall into one 
of the following categories: 
sucking insects, leaf eaters, 
bark and bud borers, wood 
borers, gall formers, root 
feeders, seed attackers, twig 
pruners, and twig girdlers. 
To a degree, insects are 
held 
in 
check 
by 
the 
“ balance 
in 
n a tu re .” 
Various factors such as the 
available 
food 
supply, 
predators, and disease limit 
the population. There may 
be fluctuations from year to 
year but a fairly stable 
population 
balance 
is 


maintained. This concept of 
insect control is well suited 
to forest conditions but for 
high value shade and or­ 
nam ental 
trees 
direct 
controls 
are 
needed 
to 
provide immediate results. 
This m eans spraying or 
dusting. 
Chemical insecticides or 
miticides operate in one of 
two 
ways: 
directly 
on 
contact, or at the time the 
insect either absorbs or 
consumes material through 
its respiratory or digestive 
tract. Two types of chemical 
sprays 
are 
recognized: 
active or dormant. 
Active sprays are applied 
to control the insect when it 
is actively feeding or present 


in a non-feeding form during 
the growing season. 
Dor­ 
mant 
sprays 
control 
the 
insect while it is an inactive 
or resting stage. Most often 
dorm ant sprays of thin 
petroleum oils are applied to 
the bare branches of trees in 
late 
w inter 
to 
control 
overwintering insects 
It is necessary that in­ 
secticides be applied at the 
time when the insect is most 
vulnerable so that maximum 
control will be achieved with 
the least interference with 
the 
environm ent. 
The 
National 
Arborist 
Assn. 
em phasizes 
that, 
as 
a 
general rule, it is considered 
good practice to use a 
compound of the lowest 


available toxicity which will 
control the insect problem 
present. 


They also caution that 
extreme care should be used 
when handling 
pesticides. 
Read 
the 
entire 
label. 
R em em ber 
that 
some 
compounds can be toxic to 
birds, fish, house pets, and to 
you. 
W ear 
protective 
clothing, goggles, m asks, 
and gloves when spraying or 
dusting. Be careful not to 
become a casualty in your 
own counterattack! 
The 
safest thing to do is call a 
professional.
